I  have  known  and  worked 
with  Walter  A.  Johnson  as  a 
close  companion  for  28  years  of 
the  total  38  years  he  has  dedi- 
cated to  Presbyterian  College. 

I  have  seen  the  character  he 
has  injected  into  athletics,  the 
prestige  he  has  brought  to  P.  C. 
and  to  his  profession  through 
combining  peerless  sportsman- 
ship with  a  dynamic  athletic 
program. 

His  leadership  in  our  college, 
our  church  and  our  community 
has  been  a  powerful  force  to- 
ward developing  in  our  youth 
the  strong  sinews  of  Christian 
manhood.  His  enthusiasm  has 
been  the  means  of  stimulating 
the  fine  esprit  de  corps  long  as- 
sociated with  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege. 

Students  and  alumni  have  long 
demonstrated  their  affection  for 
"Coach".  More  significant,  per- 
haps, have  been  the  tokens  of 
esteem  shown  by  outside  individ- 
uals and  groups. 

I  recall  in  1935,  Johnson's  20th 
year  with  P.  C,  when  the  stu- 
dent body  of  the  University  of 
South  Carolina  presented  him 
with  a  sterling  silver  service  in 
appreciation  for  an  influence 
helpful  to  college  sports  far 
beyond  the  campus  of  the  institu- 
tion he  directly  serves. 

Five  years  later,  on  his  25th 
anniversary  of  service,  Clemson 
shifted  its  annual  football  opener 
with  P.  C.  to  Clinton — the  one 
and  only  time  in  the  long  history 
of  the  series — in  order  to  pay 
tribute  to  the  occasion.  And  a 
voluntary  contribution  taken  by 
the  Clemson  student  body  found 
every  cadet  on  the  campus  con- 
tributing to  present  Johnson 
with  an  engraved  desk  set  in  re- 
cognition of  his  leadership  in 
developing  inter-collegiate  athle- 
tics in  this  State. 

Because  of  these  things,  and  of 
the  deep  affection  in  which  I 
myself  hold  Walter  A.  Johnson, 
I  rejoice  that  the  college  has 
deemed  it  fitting  to  present  our 
athletic  director  with  the  honor- 
ary doctor  of  laws  degree  this 
June.

Walter  Johnson  Receives 
Honorary  Doctor  of  Laws 

Hodges  Also  To  Be  Honored  at  PC's 
72nd  Commencement;  Woodson  Speaks 


Walter  A.  Johnson  and  the 
Rev.  Bob  S.  Hodges  '26  will  join 
the  commencement  march  of  80 
graduating  seniors  to  receive 
honorary  degrees  at  Presbyterian 
College's  72nd  commencement 
exercises,  May  31 — June  1. 

PC  thus  pauses  to  pay  homage 
to  two  sons  for  outstanding 
services  rendered:  Johnson,  as  an 
adopted  son  with  a  lifetime  de- 
voted to  Presbyterian  College,  to 
receive  the  honorary  doctor  of 
laws  degree;  alumnus  Hodges,  an 
outstanding  church  leader  as 
associate  secretary  of  the  General 
Council  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  US,  to  receive  the  honor- 
ary doctor  of  divinity  degree. 

Another  prominent  alumnus 
will  be  on  hand  to  assist  in  the 
occassion.  He  is  Dr.  Marshall  S. 
Woodson  '20,  president  of  Flora 
Macdonald  College,  who  will  de- 
liver the  baccalaureate  sermon 
on  May  31. 

John  A.  Sibley,  chairman  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Trust  Company  of  Georgia,  is 
scheduled  for  the  commence- 
ment  address   the   next   morning.

Another  outstanding  class  of 
seniors  will  step  forward  to  re- 
ceive baccalaureate  degrees  in 
these  closing  exercises  held 
under  the  oaks  of  the  outdoor 
chapel.  Some  will  be  honored 
with  awards  and  medals  to 
mark  achievement  in  various 
fields  of  college  endeavor.  And 
about  36  senior  cadets  of  ROTC 
will  receive  their  reserve  com- 
missions  in  the   US   Army. 

Johnson,  athletic  director  at 
Presbyterian  College  for  the  past 
38  years  and  widely  esteemed  as 
the  dean  of  Southern  sportsmen, 
was  named  to  receive  an  honor- 
ary degree  after  a  special  ruling 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
college  has  an  established  policy 
of  not  giving  honorary  degrees 
either  to  employees  of  the  college 
or  to  trustees,  and  this  policy 
was  re-affirmed  after  the  ex- 
ception had  been  made  for 
Johnson. 

The  Board  pointed  out  the 
work  of  Johnson  was  unique  in 
the  long  years  of  devoted  service 
to  PC  and  in  the  exceptionally 
high  character  of  his  efforts  in 
the  field  of  athletics. 

Presbyterian  alumni,  at  their 
regular  fall  meeting,  voted  un- 
animously in  favor  of  requesting 
the  Board  of  Trustees  to  honor 
Johnson  in  this  manner. 

Hodges  was  cited  by  the  Trus- 
tees for  his  unusually  capable 
work  as  associate  secretary  of 
the  General  Council,  with  head- 
quarters in  Atlanta.  He  has  held 
this  position  since  1949.  Prior  to 
that,  Hodges  served  as  pastor  of 
the  Batesburg-Leesville  (S.C.) 
Presbyterian  Church,  1925-36,  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Union,  S.  C,  1936-44,  and  of  the 
Rogersville  (Tenn.)  Church,  1944- 
49. 

Baccalaureate  speaker  Wood- 
son has  served  as  president  of 
Flora  Macdonald  since  1949  and 
last  year  was  awarded  the  PC 
Gold    P    Alumni    Award    for   his

accomplishments  as  head  of  that 
institution.  Before  going  there, 
Dr.  Woodson  was  pastor  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Thomasville,  Ga.,  and  served  as 
a  trustee  of  Presbyterian  College. 
Sibley,  the  commencement 
speaker,  has  been  board  chair- 
man of  the  Trust  Company  of 
Georgia  for  a  number  of  years. 
A  resident  of  Atlanta,  he  also 
serves  as  chairman  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  Berry  Schools, 
Mount  Berry,  Ga.,  and  is  affiliat- 
ed with  numerous  other  com- 
panies and  institutions.  Sibley 
attended  Georgia  Military  Aca- 
demy and  received  his  degree  in 
law  from  the  University  of 
Georgia.  He  is  a  former  vice- 
president  of  the  American  Bar 
Association. 
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Alumni  and  friends  contribut- 
ed a  total  of  $14,777.29  to  Presby- 
terian College  during  1952,  ac- 
cording to  the  final  Honor  Roll 
report. 

Alumni,  in  particular,  moved 
forward  in  their  contributions. 
They  gave  a  total  of  $9,092.29 
and  established  a  new  record  for 
the  Alumni  Fund  (Living  En- 
dowment). 

The  breakdown  on  alumni 
giving  found:  $5,847.29  coming 
through  the  Living  Endowment, 
$1,426  through  the  Walter  John- 
son Club  and  $1,819  directly 
through  the  business  office. 

Altogether,  328  alumni  parti- 
cipated in  the  program,  repre- 
senting an  all-time  high  of  10.9 
percent  participation.  This  com- 
pares to  214  donors  and  7.1  per- 
cent the  previous  year. 

Geographical  groups,  operat- 
ing with  personal  solicitations, 
showed  special  incentive  for  the 
Living  Endowment  program.  You 
find  the  leaders  rated  in  a 
separate  box,  as  are  class  leaders.

PC  History  Sketch 

The    Blue    Stocking    Continues 
Outstanding    Newspaper   Career

The  All  -  American  banner 
waves  once  more  over  The  Blue 
Stocking,  Presbyterian  College 
student  newspaper,  and  thus  un- 
derscores  an  outstanding  career. 

For  the  seventh  time  in  its  his- 
tory, The  Blue  Stocking  has 
received  the  Associated  Col- 
legiate Press'  high  stamp  of  ap- 
proval and  ranks  as  the  only 
South  Carolina  college  newspaper 
with  such  a  record.  The  latest 
winner  was  edited  during  the 
past  year  by  junior  George  Ev- 
erett of  Thomasville,  Ga. 

The  Blue  Stocking  first  rolled 
off  the  presses  at  PC  in  January, 
1920,  under  the  editorship  of 
Carl  W.  McMurray,  who  is  now 
pastor  of  the  Marion  (N.  C.) 
Presbyterian  Church.  It  has 
served  up  the  campus  news  ever 
since,  except  for  a  three-year 
break  during  World  War  II. 

In  addition  to  the  seven  Ail- 
American  citations,  Tne  Blue 
Stocking  has  been  rated  twice 
among  the  best  in  the  nation — 
regardless  of  the  size  of  the  in- 
stitution. 

First  Ail-American  rank  came 
in  1941  under  the  editorship  of 
Charles  B.  MacDonald  '42,  now 
with  the  US  Army  Department 
of  History.  It  achieved  tnis  rank 
both  semesters  that  year,  the 
second  group  being  declared 
among  the  ten  best  in  the  coun- 
try. Ben  Hay  Hammet  '43,  now 
public  relations  and  alumni  di- 
rector at  PC,  followed  with  two 
All-Americans  in  1942,  with  one 
semester's  publications  judged 
among  the  seven  best  in  the 
nation. 

Editor  James  Banbury  '48,  now 
sports  editor  of  the  Florence  (S. 
C.)  Morning  News,  produced  an 
All- American  in  1947;  and  the 
sixth  citation  came  soon  after 
under  Harry  Shuler  Dent  '51, 
now  serving  with  the  US  Army 
in  Japan. 

McMurray,  one  of  the  founders, 
graduated  in  June,  1920,  and  so 
he  was  able  to  serve  only  one 
semester  as  editor.  R.  G.  Mathson, 
now  president  of  Paducah  (Ky.) 
Junior  College,  replaced  him  at 
the  editorial  helm  in  the  fall  of 
1920. 

From  this  point  on,  the  names
